Proposal to eliminate 2 bus routes opposed

A public hearing was held Wednes- 
day night on Bi-State Development 
Agency’s decision to discontinue two 
routes in Granite City. Opposition 
was voiced 

About 75 people, mostly senior 
citizens, altended the hearing at the 
Granite City Township hall. 

The routes to be discontinued next 
month are 532 in B Granite and 
534/in North Granite, according to 
Gary Smith, a transit planner with 
Bi-State 

THE,.MADISON COUNTY Transit 
District will replace service dropped 
from the routes with Agency for 


Community Transit (ACT) vehicles, 
Smith said. 
Madison County Transit 
requested Bi-State to 
ontinue these routes,”’ he said. 
Jerry Kane, executive. director of 
ACT, told those present that the ser- 
vice provided’ by the ACT vehicles 
will essentially be the same as Bi- 
State and follow the same routes.

A tentative proposal prepared for 
the Madison County School 
Reorganization Committee calls for 
combining the Venice and Madison 
districts. 

‘The plan also calls for, combining 
the Wood River-East Alton high 
school district with the East Alton 
and Wood River-Hartford elemen- 
tary districts and combining the 
Worden and Livingston -school 
districts with the Staunton districts. 

A DETAILED. preliminary plan 
for the Venice and Madison districts 
was approved by the committee 
Wednesday 

It will be the subject of a public 
hearing in Madison March 19, after 
which the committee will prepare a 
final plan for submission to the State 
Board of Education and considera- 
tion by voters in April 1987. 

Both District 12 and District 3 
voters would need to approve before 
the merger could take effect, 

VENICE SUPERINTENDENT of 
Schools Robert N. Vickers said 
Thursday he had not seen any 
details of the proposed merger plan.

The committee and others around 
the state were established under a 
law enacted last year to provide a 
framework for reorganization. 

Among reorganization goals are 
districts capable of providing a 
variety of high-quality education 
programs, a comprehensive range 
of support,services, a more equal ex- 
penditure of tax dollars, and the 
most efficient use of educational 
resources. 

MINIMUM ENROLLMENT 
criteria for districts are 1,500 for 
unit districts, 1,000, for elementary 
districts and 500, for high school 
districts. However, the decisions are 
up to voters, and the leading guber- 
natorial candidates oppose forcing 
mergers to o¢cur. 

The Venice unit district has an 
enrollment of /526 this year, Liv- 
ingston 279, the! Madison unit district 
1,402, and the Worden district 202. 

The East‘ Alton elementary 
district has an enrollment of 1,031, 
while Wood River-Hartford elémen- 
tary has 879.

‘The new three-bay station will be 
built on the southwest corner of 
Maryville and Old Alton roads. 

The, present firehouse, located at 
215 E. Chain of Rocks Road, will con- 
tinue to function as the main station. 
Two of the department’s four 
pumpers will'be assigned to the new 
station. 

“WE ARE JUST getting together 
with an architect, going over some 
plans, but.we hope to get started on 
construction sometime this sum- 
mer,” the fire chief said 

The need for a second station has 
been apparent for some time, Paul 
said. 

“We have a problem with railroad 
tracks, including the/A&S (Alton & 
Southern) tracks. Sometimes we 
have to go to (Illinois) 111 and up on 
(interstate) 270 to get over there. 
It’s about 3'% miles that way,’’ he 
said.

Von Dee Cruse established a committee for’senior citizens. ® ‘ 

But the committee is being undermined from within and without 

The challenged from without comes from seniors who want to know why 
the committee took a survey and dismissed the results. The seniors contend 
the committee didn’t like the survey responses. 

A committee member responded, ‘‘We threw it out because the survey 
didn’t get to the point we were trying to get to. We wanted to find out what 
services are needed in this area. Instead we found out what seniors are con- 
cerned about.” 

The distinction was unsatisfactory to some senior citizens, including John 
Petish Sr. Speaking for several seniors at the committee's last meeting, he 
asked what would be-done with the survey. 

In addition to outside criticism, the committee is causing itself problems. 

A fellow committee member, Juanita Crawley, said questionnaire 
responses were ‘‘thrown out because some people didn’t think it came out 
like they thought it should.”” 

." The survey showed, she said, seniors need transportation, a senior center 
and nursing homes. 

Criticism from within the committee fuels the criticism from without. 

Another problem from within is some committee members do not want to 
be “‘political.’’ They, therefore, seem to think they are above public scrutin: 

Though the motivation for not being political may be good, the group 
nonetheless. political in the sense that it is subject to the same meeting re- 
quirements as any other public body. 

Committee members are not elected, but they work on behalf of Granite 
City Township.’That means the public and press can attend the committee's 
meetings, according to the Illinois Open Meetings Act. 

|Some committee members must have missed this point. 

At the group’s last meeting, some members objected to being questioned 
by a citizen, they objected to-a private citizen’s tape recorder being in the 
room, and they objected to a reporter’s presence. 

A shouting match between a board member and Petish was the last straw 
The majority of the committee walked out. 

Providing committee members want to be effective, here are some things 
they should consider: ‘ 

irst, the press and public can continue to attend meetings. There’s no 
avoiding it. 2 

Second, no group can please evryone all of the time. Unfortunately, there’s 
likely to be fair and unfair criticism no matter what the group does. 'There’s 
no avoiding that, either. 

Third, the committee controls what occurs at its meetings. Though the 
public can attend, the committee can limit the time allotted to a citizen to 
speak, and specify an agenda segment for public comment. Both moves 
would be unsavory from an open-government view, but remain as options 
More satisfactory would be a good gavel to stop things from getting out of 

and. 

Since it is unrealistic not to expect disputes, committee members have a 
decision to make. 

They can continue to walk out of meetings. Or they can renew their sense 
of purpose, face the challenges before them-and use their talents to better 
this community. i P 

Distrust ‘and squabbling result in anger, but compromise and understan- 
ding lead to.accomplishment. 

In the interest of breaking down the barriers between senior citizens in this 
community; we advocate that committee members and all senior citizens 
seek a common ground from which to forge a new beginning for the greater 
good of Granite City’s senior citizens.

In the New York City, the district attorney is consider- 
ing submitting to a grand jury charges that. doctors and 
nurses at a certain hospital were criminally negligent in 
connection with the death of an 18-year-old woman. The 
woman, who was admitted to the hospital for an 
earache, died after she was given incompatible drugs, 
put in a type of straitjacket, and tied to a bed. Outside 
medical authorities have said that the action of the doc- 
tors and nurses constituted a gross deviation from proper 
standards of care. 

The lesson in all this is not that all doctors and nurses 
are this bad. Rather, it is that the health care system 
even with the supposed safeguards of malpractice suits 
and doctor’s disciplinary commissions — does not 
always work. The answer to making it work better cer- 
tainly does not lie in limiting the rights that injured pa- 
tients have now, as many legislatures have done under 
pressure the medical lobby. Moreover, the medical pro- 
fession may well find — as the above example shows — 
that substandard conduct will not be tolerated by the 
public even in the presence of legislation limiting the con- 
stitutional right to a jury trial. S

Deadline near for seniors 
to defer real estate taxes 


The Mlinois Department of 
Revenue reminds senior citizens of 
the March 1 deadline for participa- 
tion in the Senior Citizens . Real 
Est ate Tax Deferral pregram. 

The deferral program allows 
homeowners age 65 or older to defer 
all or part of their property taxes. 
Eligibility has been extended this 
year to homeowners with household 
incomes of less than $14,000. The 
previous eligibility limit was 
$10,000. 

The deferment is in the form of a 
loan, with a 6 percent simple in- 
terest rate..The loan must be repaid 
after the sale of the home or after 


the taxpayer's death. 
The tax deferral creates a lien on 


the house, but the deferral may be! 


continued by an eligible surviving 
spouse, 

There is no limit on how many 
years’ taxes 
although the total amount deferred 
— including interest — may not ex- 
ceed 80 percent of the property’s 
equity 

Forms and assistance are 
available from county treasurers. 
Applications must be filed with
